Biton and Cleobis were the sons of Cydippe, a priestess of 
Hera, at Argos. Herodotus, who has recorded their beauti¬ 
ful story, makes Solon relate it to Croesus, as a proof that it 
is better for mortals to die than to live. 

“On one occasion/' says Herodotus, “during the festival 
of Hera, when the priestess had to ride to the temple of the 
Goddess in a chariot, and when the oxen which were to 
draw it did not arrive from the country in time, Biton and 
Cleobis dragged the chariot with their mother, a distance of 
45 stadia, to the temple. The priestess, moved by the filial 
love of her sons, prayed to the Goddess to grant them what 
was best for mortals. * After the solemnities of the festival 
were over, the two brothers went to sleep in the temple and 
never rose again. 

“The Goddess thus showed," says Herodotus, “that she 
could bestow no greater boon upon them than death."
